HOUSEHOLD HINTS.

Rice Puppixa.—Ons ecop of rice,

which should be soaked over night in

water to cover it ; six eggs, one

white sugar, five quarts aweet milk,

ﬁa two hours, stirring often till near-
1y dome ; flavor with nulmeg.

Toxaro Lary.—Take one peck green
tomatoes, ont them in slices and sprin-
kle with salt; put them in a jar and
press them tight ; let them remain over
night. Next morning drain through a
colander ; sdd to them twelve onions,
sliced, one and a hallf ounces black pep-
per, a teaapoon of red pepper, one ounce
mustard, one-fonrth poumi mustard
seed, one pound of brown sugar, one
onnce cloves, one ounce of allspice.
Put in a kettle, cover them with good
vinegar, and boil till tender,

Givaer Caxe, Praiv axp Goop.—
Into two quarts of flonr rub well a tea-
spoonful of soda, and when well mixed,
two teaspoonfuls of cream tartar; then
cither powdered eclcves or ginger to
taste cut fine. To one tescupfnl of but-
ter, or lard and butter mixed, add two
teacupinls of molasses. If too stiff,
add a little more molasses ; if too soft,
add flour until of the proper consis-
tency to roll out. COnt in round cakes,
and bake in a quick oven. Cloves and
no ginger make a delightful cake,

A Brestirore ror Corree.—Grape
stones are said to be a better substitute
for eoffee than ehickoryis, When roasted
and ground, they are said to eS8 An
aroma very much like that of Hast India
coffes, and the beversge obtained thers-
from is abont the same as coffee in taste,
though inferior in quality. The beve-
rage furnished by many of the restan-
rants is very far from being * about the
game a8 coffee in taste,” and it is pro-
bable that a decided improvement eould
be made on tha present article by the
nse of grape stone,

To Resove Inox Rust.—Wet the
gpot with ecold water and place the cloth
in the sunshine, Then mix equal quan-
tities of cream tartar and table salt,
and sprinkle the mixture upon it until
the dampness has absorbed a great deal,
then lay on enmough to hide the spot.
Wet the spot with cold water every half
hour, and, if the stain is then seen,
cover it again with the cream tartar and
salt. Keep it in the sunshine, and con-
tinne these applications till the stain is
gone—if recently contracted, two or
three applications will remove it,

Correr wrrR DBrrce.—Chiecory is
gaid to contain properties positively in-
jurious to the health, Yet ground
coffee, as sold by groecers, is often adul-
torated with the substance, and many
persons insist that it improves the fla-
vor of the coffee,. We are informed, in
a recent work on coffee, that the coffee
dealer adulterates his coffee with chic-
cory to increase his profits ; the chicco-
ry dealer adulteratc, his chiccory with
Venetian red to please the eye of the
ocffee dealer ; and lastly, the Venetian
red manufacturer grinds up his color
with brick-dust, that by its greater
cheapness, and the wariety of shades
he offers, he may secure the patronage
of the trade in chiceory,

Warenixe Hovse-Praxts.—The Eng-
lish Garden is inclined to dispute
the rule that water should be given in
moderately small quantities, ard sup-
plied frequently. If the causes of
failore where plants are cunltivated in
windows are minutely investigated, the
dribbing system of watering would be
found to be the principal cause, A
plant onght not to be watered until it
18 in a fit condition to receive a liberal
supply of that element, having pre-
viously sccured a good drainage, in
order that all superabundant water may
be quickly carried off, Those who are
constant dribbing a moderately small
quantity of water upon their plants will
uot have them in a flourishing condi-
tion for any length of time. This must
be obvious to all, for it is quite evident
that the moderately small quantity of
water frequently given 'WOII}(% keep the
sur!’nee_ul the soil moist, while at the
same time, from the effects of good
drainage, which is essential to the well-
Jbeing of all plants in an ertificial state,
all the lower roots wou'd perish fer
want of water, and the plant would be-
ceme sickly and eventually die,

Harpextve Steen Toors, Erc.—The
following secret, unpatented composi-
tion, suggested by tlhe chemist Kulicke,
has been employed with sueccess at
Saarbrucken for restoring burned steel
to its primitive condition, and as it af-
fords & peculiar hurd metal, it is also
used for tempering steel tools that are
too soit, or may become so by use, as
chisels, saw-blades, ete. ,-iithuﬁgh
rather expensive, it is really an eco-
nomical treatment where large numbers
of steel tools are used. Burned steel
heated to a cherry red, and forged
somewhat on an anvil, is plunged into
& well-mixed donghy mass, in a box
near by, composed of tartaric neid, 6
ounces; cod oil, 30 onnces: charcoal
[:‘wdor. 2 ounces ; bone black, 8 ounces ;

f tallow, 10 ounces ; yellow prussiate
of potash, 5 ounces, and burned harts-
horn, 3 onnces, and is then completely
cooled in water. Steel tools are simi-
larly treated. Small articles of cast-
ron, such as wheel-boxes, axle-bearings,
ete., may be suecessfully ease-hardened
by being plunged red hot into a mixture
of 10 buckets of urine, 5 pounds of
whitening, and 4 pounds of salt,

How 10 Coor A BEePSTEAR.—A beaf-
steak is always best broiled: but the
following method is recommended when
bm:lmg 18 not convenient : The frying
pan being wipsd dry, place it npon the
stove to become hot, In the mean time
pepper and galt the steak, then lav it
on the hot, dry pan and instantly cover
ns tightly as possible. When the raw
flesh tonches the heated pan, of course
it seethes and adheres to it, but in a
few seoonds it becomes loosened and
juicy. Every half-minute torn the
steak, but be careful to keep it as much
a8 possible under cover. When nearly
done lay a small piece of butter upon
it, and if you want muoh gravy add a
table-spoonful of strong coffee, This
mn{wn the most delicious, delicately
!.lr-:;ilml steak, full of juice, vet retain-
ing all the healthy, beefy flavor that
Any ..Tnh_n Bull eonld n;qnirt-. The
same method may be applied to mutton
chops or ham, only they require more
ceoking to prevent them from being
rare. Anexcellent gravy may be made
by adding a little cream, thickened by

;unhght very soon spoils milk or cream
¥ souring and d j-
tion. The effect of indirect ora?‘::!nml
light has been but little observed. It
nevertheless exerts an active influence,
not only upon milk and oresm, bat up-
on butter and cheese while curing. The
effect npon milk and cream is

to hasten the action of the latic yeast,
and then the formation of aleohol, and

after that to hurry up purification, and
these changes are occasioned by the in-
fluence of reflected light the same as
direct sunlight, only in a feebler de-
gree, The first effect, however, of a
small quantity of reflected light—a
quantity that would just emable one
with good eyes to read ordinary print—
is to highten tiha eolor of cre?m angn;gt
an exposure of thirty-six or forty-eig
hours, As soon as the quantity of light
allowed to fall upon milk is increased
beyond the small amount named, its in-
fluence is soon manifested upon the
cream ; eausing it to become sour aud
stale, lose eolor and flavor, and if the
light is strong its surface is soon covered
with mold and pimples, where the same
milk standing in a more shaded position
will be all right. The conelusion is
that too much light is doubtless offen
the cause of faulty butter ; and even af-
ter it is manufactured, butter, like
cream, will soon fade if expesed to the
light, even though it msy be covered
with brine.

Varnve or Maxunes,.—The economies
of the manure heap sre very little un-
derstood among farmers generally.
They are all aware of the importanee of
hav plentiful stores of fertilizing
material, but few know how to make the
most of the capital they possess. A
New York farmer, after puzzling over
the problem for a number of years, de-
clares that the following method of pro-
cadeunre had doubled his manurial re-
sources ;: Seleet an elevated position in
some fleld where the manure is to be
used, and, with the aid of the plow and
shovel, make a long, narrow trench, say
6 or 7 inchea deep and 2 or 3 feet wide;
throw the dirt ‘out on the upper side
of the tremch. This trench msay be
made at any time, but one such must al-
ways be prepsred just before winter,
gay in the early part of November.
Next, in cleaning the stables, always
shovel immediately into the ear or wag-
on and hanl at onee to the trench, whers
it may be dropped in a manner most
convenient for covering., Then cover
the mannure as soon as possible with
earth taken from either side of the
trench, until the manureis eovered with
twice its bulk of earth. The drier the
earth and the more pulverized, the bet-
ter., Let the earth cover all the ma-
nure as effectuanlly aapoaeible, to arrest
all the gasses arising from decomposing
rianure, The main principle of this
p-ooess is the well-known quality which
earth possesses of “fixing " or holding
and retaining gasses, a property now
applied beneficially in earth elosets, ete.
The earth retains these gasses, which
are the vital fertilizing properties, un-
til the plant root comes in contact with
it. This fertilizing earth is very dura-
ble, a8 “‘nothing is lost”—indeed, itsef-
fects have l}eenlrla.inly visible on the
spot where it had been spread, 20 years
before,

The Latest Triumph of Legerdemain.

“Prol.” Hartz is exeenting ‘““a box
triek” before large New York audiences,
that is a trinmph of the necromancer’s
art and beats anything yet done by the
spirit performers. We quote the story
of it from the Tribnne : The professor
steps forward, carrying a thick green
rug probably ten feet square. The semi-
circnlar stage was covered with a heavy
Brussels carpet, and at the back between
the pillars were hung crimson curtains,
The professor said that he had heard it
alleged that he had a conlederate un-
derneath the stage, and to show that
this was not true spread the rug npon
the carpet, after satisfying the specta-
tors that is was uncut. An unpainted
box, abont 12 feet long and 17 inches
deep and wide, was then carried upon
the stage and put down in the center of
the rng. It had a turn-over lid, fast-
ened at the back with three common
iron hinges, and two stout iron hasps
fitted to two staples driven into the front
of the box. A few air-holes had been
bored through the top and sides. The
box had been put together with clinched
nails, the ends being bound with sheet-
iron, Three gentlemen from the andi-
ence stepped npon the stage at the pro-
fessor's request, and having given the
box a thorough examination, bound it
round and round in expert fashion,
tying a multiplicity of curions knots at
every possibleé place, Even the rope-
handles were made use of, and the hasps,
after being placed over the staples,
were securely fastened by taking a turn
through the latter. A narrow red rib-
bon was tied tightly abont the first knot
and sealed with sealing wax. A canvas
cover in the shape of a Roman cross
was placed around the box, and the
committee bound this around with an-
other rope, sealing the knot as in the
other case, The professor's assistant,
a full-grown man, divested himself of
his cont and waistcoat, and snbmitted
to have a long tight-fitting sack of thin
muslin drawn over his head and body.
Then, lying upon the box on his back,
he drew in his legs so as to enable the
professor to get a good grip on the open
end. One of the commitiee tied this
tightly with his own handkerchief, and
it was farther secnred by another piece
of ribbon, which was sealed. hree
common screens were then placed around
the box, and the professor and his other
assistant and the committee stepped
aside. This was at 9:30 exactly. Two
minutes later a rapping was heard, the
soreens were removed, and the muslin
sack was seen lying empty upon the
box, All the seals were mnnbroken.
The committee undid the ropes and
lifted the lid of the box, and the man
who had been tied up in the sack stepped
out, looking none the worse, except for
a flushed face, of his close quarters,
The professor had in vain offered $1000
to any one who could take it out with-
out breaking the seal, entting the mate-
rial, or ripping the seams, He dis-
claims any spintualistic aid. Tt is cer-
tainly a much more wonderful ““illusion”
than any which spiritualists have here-
tofore produced, and is8 far more diffi-
enlt ef performance, apparently, than
the eabinet ftrick of the Davenport
brothers,

Measuring Corn.

The foundation of all the variousrules
for mensuring corn in bulk rests upon
the following simple principles: 1.
The height, length, and width, multi-
plied together give the onbic contents
of any solid, or if itis a hollow strue-
t re its cubical capacity. If these di-
maensions are in feet or inches, the con-
teuts found are respectively cubic feet
or inches, 2, Two henpm{ bushels of
ears will make a struck bushel of shelled
corn. 3. The eubie foot contains 5,728
eubie inches, a struck bushel 2,150 en-
bic inches, and a heaped bushel 2,750
eubio inches, From these data almost
any person can deduce rules for meas-
uring a erib of corn, Thus a rule in
common nse, viz., take cubie feet found
and divide by twelve, gives a barrel of
corn—five bushels to a barrel, a measure
nniversal in the south—is founded upou
tho fact that a little less than two and
one-half ocubic feet of ears make one
bushel of shelled corn (4,300 cubic
inches of ears make 2,150 of shelled
grain). Itisa very safe method, con-
sidering that there is a vast difference
in the yield of various kinds of oorn,
to reduce the contents of the crib to
heaped bushels, and then shell one of
these bushels and weigh the produvt.
It is an easy matter then to arrive st
the value of a erib of corn within a
very small fraction.

—The Etrusean musenm of Florence
has lately been enriched by the sequisi-
tion of a beantiful marble sarcophagus,
found in a tomb at Tarquini, in the
Mareme, the sides of which are fres-
coed in the highest style of Greecian
art, with a battle of Amazons and kin-
dred subjects. Some of the heads are
wonderfully fine in expression and the
horses aud general action most vividly
spirited. The museum paid 28,000
fruncs for it. Next to the ** Muse of
Cortona,” it is, perhaps, one of the
most precious of modern finds,

The Unconsciousness of Genius.

Conceit does not depend on the rela-
tion between & man's true valne and his
estimate of his value. If so, it would
be soareely possible for some men
to be conceited at all. If
for example, had {ueu\ed only one-half
of the truth about himsslf, if he had
known that the minutest details of his
life and writings were to be discussed
in all civilized 1 that his in-
fluence would revolutionize foreign lit-
eratures, centuries after los death, and
that Ben Johnson and Fletoher would
appear to his posterity as mere pigmies
bp his side, he wonld have been thrown
oé his balance by sheer astonishment.
Such ineense would have been too
strong for any moral brain. And in
this sense it is almost impossible for
any man of genius to be coneeited.
Nobody, however brilliant his promise,
can be confident that he will draw one
of the stupendous prizes in the vast
lottery of life. A young man who
should say, I will be a Bhakespeare, or
# Dante, or a Homer, would either be,
or be in the way of becoming, a fool.
Genius must so far be nnconscions that
it can scarcely dare to recogaize its own
superlative merit, and yet a man may
conceivably be overpowered even by a
revelation of only a part of his own

lory.

In another sense genius must be
necessarily more or less unconseious,
Newton is supposed to have said that
his mathematical excellence was due to
nothing but to his having labored more
perseveringly than others. And the
theory has been packed into a formnla
that genius is nothing but an infinite
eapacity for taking trouble. In spite of
the great names which may be addnced
in behalf of this doctrine, we venture
to think that the source of tlie f:;}la:y is
tmnn}:m.rent. We will not dwell upon
the fact, which is sufficiently obvious,
that a capacity for endurance is just as
rare and valuable an endowment as the
capacity for immediate insight; and
that a man, for example, who can keep
his mind fixed upon a mathematical

roblem for many hours ether, as

ewton is said to ;Enve done, has one of
the rarest of powers. But the argu-
ment is more vitally defective. Newton
saw that, by allowing his mind to dwell
upon certain problems, they gradually
became eclear to him, and that the
longer he could attend to them the
clearer his mind became. In other
words, sinoe his saceess in the mathe-
matieal operations varied as the amount
of labor bestowed upon them, he as
sumed that the labor was the one es-
sential element of snccess. Bant ob-
viously it does not follow that the same
amount of labor from a feeble brain
would produce equal effects,. The
length of time during which a
problem was ed to the action
of his intellectnal disgestion was
one condifion of his success; but
so was the vigor of the digestion fora
given time. In short, Newton counld
compare his own mental operations, and
ronounee those to have been most
ruitful which were most laborions ; but
he ecould not look into the mind of an-
other man, and see by comparison how
slow and blundering was his reasoning
machinery in comparison with his own.

Wae are all liable to make mistakes of
this kind, in one way or the other. We
fancy that a man of genius has accom
plished success by a lucky hit, because
we cannot at all realize the faculty with
which he ean at a given moment com-
mand all the resonrees of his mind.

a crammer, in order that he might more
or less fathom the stupendous abysses
of homan stupidity. eanwhile it is
easy to understand how a Newton ora
Paseal, to whom propositions ordinarily
reached by long processes of ealenlation
appear to be self-evident truths, may be
unconscious of the difference between
himself and his fellows. It does not
occur to them thab men ean be so blind
a8 not to see in broad daylight, and it is
easy to imagine that they are willfnlly
olosing their eves.—ZLondon Safurday
Review,

The Sun's Crust.

Prof, Charles A. Youngcaused consid-
erable discussion at the American sci-
ence association’s meeting at Portland,
lately, by some unigue theories regard-
ing the sun. The eruptions which are
continually ocourring on its surface
render probable the supposition that
there is & erust of some kind which re-
tains the imprisoned gases, and through
which they force their way in jets, with
great violence. According to Prof.
Younng, this erust may consist of a more
or less continnons sheet of descending
rain—that is, a downfall of the eon-
densed vapors of those materials which
we know, from the spectroscope, exist
in the sun. The continuons efflux of
the solar Leat is equivalent to the sup-

ly that would be developed by the con-
Senuaticm. from steam to water, of a
layer of about five feel thick over the
whole surface of the sun, every minute
of time. As this tremendnons rain de-
scends, the velocity of the falling drops
wonld be retarded by the resistance of
the denser gases underneath ; the drops
wonld conlesee until a eontinuous sheet
wonld be formed; and these sheets
would nnite and form a sort of bottom-
less ocean, resting on the compressed
vapors beneath, and pierced by innu-
merable bnbbles. It would have an
approximately constant depth, because
it wonld turn to vapor at the bottom as
rapidly asit grew at the surface ; though
probably, the thickness of this crust
would continually increase at a slow
rate, and its whole diameter grow less,
In other words, Dr. Young would regard
the sun as an enormons bubble, whose
walls are steadily thickening and its di-
ameter ever lessening, in proportion to
the loss of heat.

The Value of Sewage.

Commenting on the sewage ques-
tion, and notably with reference to the
utilization of the waste soil from Liver-
pool sewers, a writer in Tron eslimates
that a town of 100,000 inhabitants pro-
duces fertilizing material to the valune
of £250,000 per annum, In the above
mentioned city, it is considered that
the sewage, if properly utilized, would
be worth fully #750,000 a year. The
entire population of Great B itain, with
all her colonies, is about 75,000,000
souls, and each person produces annu-
ally about two and a half dollars’ worth
of valuable material, Hence the aggre-
gate amount is valued at £187,500,000,
a sum equal to the jointa nnual yield of
the Australian and Californian gold
mines, Applying this vast total to ag-
rienltural purposes, it wonld produce
fully ten times its value in breadstuffs,
beef’, milk, butter, and all kinds of veg-
etable and animal food. The United
States contain abont 40,000,000 people,
and henece $100,000,000 worth of useinl
snbstance is yearly wasted ; a sum, it is
hardly necessary to say, which, if added
to the finances of the conntry, womnld
lessen the chances of inture panics and
aid materially in paying off the national
debt,

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Large Legislatures.

In reply to requests from Pennsylva-

Con-
verse, of Vermont, writes: **We have
often attempted to reduce the number
of representatives, but we have alwaya
failed. The main ground of failure—
and I think so, too—is the security it
gives us against corrnption, I think
to-day the reasoning against lessening
the number is stronger than at any

Covering for Steam-Pipes.

A pew method of covering steam-
B_pes is applied in the Saarbrucken

istriot, Germany. A coat of thin
loam wash is first given to increase the
adhesion of the mass, The composi-
tion consists of equal parts of loam or
clay, Iree from sand and brickdust,
with an addition of cow hair, This is
well mixed up and put ronnd the pipe
in a hot state, For better securing this
coating pieces of board ten inches long
are laid along the whole length of the
pipes and fastemed by thin iron wire,
After applying the loam wash again to
the dried masses tiil all the cracks have
disappeared, the pipes receive another
coating of the mass wuntil they feel
quite cool, which will be attained after
the mass has been laid on to the thick-
ness of from five to six inches. A coat
of linseed oil and cement is finally
given. This method answers at pres-
ent all requirements, the covering be-
ing ‘perfectly air-tight and free from
cracks. The mass is not hygroscopie,
& property making it all the more snit-
able for pipes in the open air. The
cost of the covering per foot of eight-
inch pipe is twelve cents.
